Increased pressure on 
Dunlop to quit cabinet 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
walkout by labor leaders from 
the President’s construction ad­ 
visory committee appears to in­ 
crease pressure on Labor Sec­ 
retary John T. Dunlop to resign 
his Cabinet post. 
Aides to Dunlop said the sec­ 
retary’s decision, expected ear­ 
ly next week, w ill be based on 
his assessment of his effective­ 
ness in dealing with labor, as 
well as assurances from AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
that they could continue their 
close working relationship. 
But in resigning Thursday 
from the Collective Bargaining 
Committee in Construction, the 
union chiefs made clear their 
feelings. 
“ I don’t think anyone can be­ 
lieve he (Dunlop) speaks for 
the President or the adminis­ 
tration,” said Robert A. Geor- 
gine when asked if labor lead­ 
ers thought Dunlop’s effective­ 
ness had been impaired. 
Georgine, president of the 
AFL-CIO Building and Con­ 
struction Trades Department, 
led the walkout by the nine la­ 
bor members of the panel to 
protest Ford’s veto of a bill 
that would have broadened 
picketing rights of construction 


unions and created a national 
committee with authority to in­ 
tervene in local disputes and 
seek settlements. 
The labor secretary drafted 
the bill and strongly supported 
it. But Ford, who at first said 
he would sign it, vetoed it last 
week after advisers warned 
that it could cost him con­ 
servative votes. 
Organized 
labor 
was 
in­ 
furiated, and Thursday’s resig­ 
nations are expected to be fol­ 
lowed by walkouts by Meany 
and others from the President’s 
Labor-Management 
Advisory 
Committee, which, under Dun­ 
lop, has played a major role in 
developing administration pol­ 
icies on taxes, energy and for­ 
eign economic decisions. 
A management group, the As­ 
sociated 
Builders 
and 
Con­ 
tractors, said the labor repre­ 
sentatives ‘‘have taken a short­ 
sighted 
and 
vindictive 
ap­ 
proach” in walking out. ‘‘It’s 
not the American tradition to 
take your ball and bat home if 
you lose an inning.” 
Sources said that Dunlop, in 
seeking advice from Meany, 
complained that he was having 
trouble sleeping after the Presi­ 
dent’s veto. 
Meany replied, 


“ You want to sleep, resign,” 
the sources said. 
The White House had no com­ 
ment on the resignations. In 
vetoing the picketing bill, Ford 
said it would have led to more 
strife in the construction in­ 
dustry.

winning some labor support in 
the presidential campaign. 


The hard-hat construction un­ 
ions and the Teamsters, the na­ 
tion’s largest, have tradition­ 
ally favored Republican candi­ 
dates.

the government reported today. 
There are signs, however, 
that the general decline of farm 
dwellers accelerated again in 
1974 and 1975. 
A report issued by the Census 
Bureau and the Agriculture De­ 
partment showed the farm pop­ 
ulation dropped by an average 
of 1.2 per cent each year from 
1970 to 1974. 
There were 9.7 million farm 
workers in 1970 compared with 
9.3 million in April 1974. Vera 
Banks, a statistician with the 
Agriculture Department, said, 
however, that prelim inary fig­ 
ures show a drop to 8.9 million 
farm workers in 1975, a decline 
of 8 per cent. 
But she said in an interview 
that one year’s figures are not 
enough to indicate a sure trend. 
The 1970-74 report showed 
that blacks and other racial m i­ 
norities living on the farm de­ 
clined in number from 938,000 
to 655,000 over the period, an 
annual drop of 9 per cent. Mrs. 
Banks said the reason is not 
clear, but she cited automation 
in cotton harvesting and the re­ 
cession, which hits poor black 
farmers first. 
Members of farm families be­ 
low age 14 declined by 20 per 
cent from 1970 to 1974, the re­ 
port said, while the number 
above 14 remained about the 
same. 
Mrs. Banks said increasing 
numbers of older farm workers 
are taking advantage of retire­ 
ment benefits for which they 
were never eligible before. 
The report said for every 107 
males on farms there were 100 
women, compared with the ra­ 
tio in the general population of 
93 men for each 100 women. 
Mrs. Banks said the figures 
include some migration from 
the farms to urban areas, but 
the most significant factors are 
increased retirements and a de­ 
cline in the birth rate among 
farmiWamilies. 


reau reports show young people 
are postponing m arriage and 
that the divorce rate continues 
to rise, government analysts 
speculate that Americans are 
being more careful about se­ 
lecting mates than they once 
were. 
The result, they say, is that 
marriages of the future m ay be 
more stable than they are now. 
“ It is a possibility that the 
longer one waits to m arry, the 
more selective one is in choos­ 
ing a partner,” said Arthur J. 
Norton, a Census Bureau ana­ 
lyst. “ This should make m ar­ 
riage more viable with more of 
a chance of success. ’ ’ 
The institution of m arriage is 
in a state of transition, Norton 
said in an interview. 
Stressing that much of his 
speculation has yet to be con­ 
firmed in statistics, he said that 
although the short term-effect 
on marriages may be one of 
confusion and discontent, often 
resulting in divorce, marriages 
of the future may be more har­ 
monious—“ Anything in transi­ 
tion creates instability.” 
Norton said divorce figures 
indicate people who m arry at 


early ages are more often di­ 
vorced than persons who m arry 
later in life. And results of the 
1970 census show that among 
persons who first married be­ 
tween 1901 and 1970, the propor­ 
tion of men who were divorced 
after their first marriage was 
more than twice as high among 
those who married before the 
age of 20 as for those m arried in 
their late 20s. 


A Census Bureau report this 
week showed that the number 
of persons between 25 and 34 
years of age who have never 
married increased by about 50 
per cent since 1970, from 2.9 
million to 4.2 million. 


At the same time, recent sci­ 
entific studies indicate that 
young people have a high re­ 
gard for the idea of being m ar­ 
ried. Studies done for the Insti­ 
tute of Social Research at the 
University of Michigan showed 
that “ m arriage and fam ily life 
are the most satisfying parts of 
most people’s lives and being 
married is one of the most im ­ 
portant determinants of being 
satisfied with life.”

The child, Tracy Bran ch o f 
Chicago , was rep o rted in criti­ 
cal co n ditio n Friday n ight at 
St. Fran cis Ho sp ital in this 
n o rth Chicago su b u rb , where 
she is b ein g k ep t aliv e with a 
resp irato r in the p ediatric in ­ 
ten siv e care u n it. 
On Thu rsday n ight, Tracy ’s 
b irthday , she fell head-first in to 
a b u ck et o f water in the b ath­ 
ro o m. Her mo ther, Patricia, 25, 
disco v ered the acciden t.

“I gav e Tracy mo u th-to -mo u th 
resu scitatio n while my wife 
called fo r help .”

Secretary o f State Hen ry A. 
Kissin ger, Defen se Secretary 
Do n ald H. Ru msfeld, CIA Di­ 
recto r Wiliam E. Co lb y an d 
o ther to p o fficials were sched­ 
u led to meet with the Presiden t 
to day to go o v er a v ariety o f 
o p tio n s fo r o v erhau lin g the n a­ 
tio n ’s in telligen ce o p eratio n s. 
White Ho u se co u n sel Philip 
Bu chen o n Friday v o iced dis­ 
may at su ggestio n s o ffered b y 
the Sen ate In telligen ce Co m­ 
mittee, b u t said the Presiden t 
is co n siderin g “almo st ev ery 
o p tio n that has b een serio u sly 
adv o cated” du rin g the p ast 
y ear o f in v estigatio n s in to the 


CIA, FBI an d o ther in telligen ce 
agen cies. 
Bu chen declin ed to b e sp ecif­ 
ic b u t said the o p tio n s ran ged 
fro m simp ly issu in g clearer 
gu idelin es to a radical restru c­ 
tu rin g that wo u ld p u t all in ­ 
telligen ce agen cies u n der o n e 
ro o f. 


He ru led o u t o n ly two p o ssi­ 
b ilities — creatin g a sep arate 
agen cy in charge o f co v ert o p ­ 
eratio n s an d mo v in g the CIA 
directo r in to the White Ho u se. 


Bu chen said he has n o idea 
when the fin al p ack age will b e 
decided o n , b u t an o ther admin ­ 
istratio n o fficial p redicted Fo rd 
wo u ld p resen t at least the 
b ro ad o u tlin es o f the reo rgan i­ 
zatio n in his State o f the Un io n 
message schedu led fo r Jan . 19.

The Sen ate co mmittee draft, 
a p o rtio n o f which was read to 
The Asso ciated Press, states 
that a n ew in telligen ce o v er­ 
sight co mmittee to b e created 
b y the act mu st b e in fo rmed o f 
an y “activ ity that is sp ecified 
as esp ecially sen sitiv e p rio r to 
the time su ch activ ity is in ­ 
itiated.” 
The b ill wo u ld reserv e fo r 
Co n gress the right to determin e 
which in telligen ce activ ities fall 
in the “esp ecially sen sitiv e” 
catego ry , 
acco rdin g to o n e 
so u rce familiar with its co n ­ 
ten ts. 
The draft b ill, co p ies o f which 
hav e b een circu lated within the 
ex ecu tiv e b ran ch, rep resen ts a 


sign ifican t stren gthen in g o f cu r­ 
ren t legislatio n which req u ires 
“timely ” n o tificatio n o f Co n ­ 
gress o f CIA co v ert o p eratio n s. 


The cu rren t law is amb igu o u s 
b u t as p racticed b y the admin ­ 
istratio n it mean s Co n gress is 
in fo rmed o f co v ert o p eratio n s 
“within a reaso n ab le time” 
after the o p eratio n has b een u n ­ 
dertak en , acco rdin g to Bu chen . 


Bu chen said a req u iremen t 
fo r p rio r n o tificatio n wo u ld b e 
an in tru sio n o n the ex ecu tiv e’s 
p o wer to co n du ct fo reign af­ 
fairs. A CIA sp o k esman p o in ted 
o u t that an o v ersight co m­ 
mittee co u ld b lo ck imp lemen ta­ 
tio n o f a co v ert o p eratio n sim­ 
p ly b y refu sin g to co n v en e. 
Bu chen also p o in ted o u t that 
the act’s referen ce to esp ecially 
sen sitiv e activ ities wen t far b e­ 
y o n d co v ert o p eratio n s o f the 
CIA.

all mark to 4-7. “ We won and 
we’re always happy when we do 
that,” Dick Franklin, Dixon 
head varsity coach stated. “ We 
hit some clutch free throws 
there at the end.”

D EA R DR. LAM B — I ’ve had 
a problem for the last two 
months. M y legs cramp and 
wake me about 4 or 5 a.m. Last 
night for the first time both of 
my legs cramped. It starts just 
above m y ankle and spreads to 
my toes, mostly, it turns up my 
big toe. 
I ’m 62 and had my blood 
pressure checked and it was 140 
over 90. I am a barber and, of 
course, stand a lot but only 
walk about 10 blocks a day. 
Would you please send me 
any information that might 
help me 
to overcome 
this 
problem. I do try to help myself 
before bothering my doctor 
because I seem to be in good 
health otherwise. 
D EA R R E A D E R — An oc­ 
casional leg or foot cramp with 
no other problems in standing, 
walking or using the feet is 
usually not im portant. But 
anyone who has frequent or 
recurrent leg or foot cramps 
w ill 
need 
a 
. doctor’s 
examination. 
Some cramps such as you 
have are related to poor cir­ 
culation to the legs because of 
obstructions that develop in the

main arteries. In many of these 
cases, the best treatment is 
surgical correction of the ob­ 
struction. I do not know that 
you have such a problem but 
neither w ill anyone else without 
examining you first, including 
feeling the arterial pulsations 
to your thigh area, behind the 
knee and in the foot. 
Other leg cramps are caused 
by orthopedic problems. You 
m ay have some difficulties 
because of standing all day to 
do your barbering. 
Still other leg cramps occur 
for no apparent reason. These 
sometimes can be helped by 
taking calcium , and in other 
cases by using quinidine or 


related medicines. 
As_ m any of m y readers 
know, wearing long warm wool 
or heavy soicks to bed at night 
often helps prevent cramps. 
The retained body heat seems 
to 
relieve 
the 
tendency 
to 
cramping. The feet normally 
get colder than the rest of the 
body during the night because 
they are farthest away from the 
heart. This can 
be demon­ 
strated by m easuring skin 
temperatures. 
Try the long warm socks if 
you like but I really wish you 
would let your doctor examine 
your feet. 
D EA R DR. LA M B — I am on 
a hypoglycemia diet. Among 


other foods the diet indicates I 
may have one or two eggs for 
breakfast and again for lunch. 
With all the discussion about 
cholesterol these days, I asked 
my doctor if this was not too 
many eggs. He said studies 
have shown that as long as the 
eggs are softboiled they would 
not increase one’s cholesterol 
level. Is this true? 
D E A R 
R E A D E R — Ab­ 
solutely not! Some lucky people 
can eat high cholesterol foods 
and not have a rise in their own 
blood cholesterol level but that 
has nothing to do with whether 
an egg is raw, fried, poached, 
soft-boiled or otherwise.
